Victoria expect to lutve BuSb an oppor- 
tunity again, after once rejecting it? 

Without dwelling further upon the 
point of his position in the cabinet, he 
felt that the one matter which the meet- 
ing woU'd most like to hear about was 
the trade policy, there being no time 
when, more than the present, the 
farmer needed protection. 

At this point there were a series of 
interruptions from some one at the rear 
of the hall, who could hardly be seen 
from the platform, but who was under- 
stood to lind fault with the subsidy giv 
en to the Australian steamers. Col. 
Trior invited tho gentleman to come up 
to the platform and make a speech ; hut 
not heeding this invitation, he continued 
his objections, until the chairman re- 
marked, " I think we can do very well 
without your presence." Someone ex- 
plained that the noisy little man was a 
reporter for the Times, and the chair- 
man did not insist. 

Continuing his remarks upon the 
trade policy Col. Prior showed how, as 
seen by till readers of the newspapers, 
Mr. Laurier, the Liberal leader, has run 
the whole gamut of trade policies from 
unrestricted reciprocity to " free trade 
as they have it in England," and then 
in Montreal has told the electors that 
they cannot possibly have free trade yet, 
and that the manufacturers will not be 
interfered with for a long time to come. 
(Laughter and applause.) He read ex- 
tracts from the English press to show 
what have been some of the effects of 
free trade in England, dealing specially 
with the town of Leeds, from which he 
ame, and where not one single work- 
ingraan owns his own home. He quoted 
from the recent speech of Lord Salisbury 
the declaration that the greatest evil 
the public men of Great Britain now 
have to deal with is the fearful condi- 
tion of agriculture in the United King- 
dom, and he asked the farmers of British 
Columbia if they wish under similar 
conditions to be brought to the same 
pitiable condition, exposed to the com- 
petition of the whole world. 

Mr. D. Ross (also of the Times) — 
"Why do you subsidize the China 
steamers? " (Great laughter.) 

Col. Prior said it was evident his ques- 
tioner has not gone very deeply into 
political economy. He might mention 
that one of the reasons why the steamers 
are subsidized is that we want to sell to 
China, to secure for Canada a share of 
the great trade which may be done with 
her. On the other hand, we do not. want 
the products of Chinese cheap labor to 
come unduly into competition with 
home products or manufactures, and 
therefore as a measure of protection cer- 
tain duties are imposed. He pointed 
out that the Chinese are rapidly intro- 
ducing machinery from other countries 
and thus year by year placing them- 
selves in a position to compete in the 
markets of the world. Then there are 
tho United StateH, who firmly refuse to 
let Canadian products in free, but under 
free trade would, aB before 1878, make 
the Canadian market the dumping 
place for the over-production of 
their factories. (Applause.) He cited in 
contrast to Liberal professions the fact 
that from 1874 to 1895 there were 88 
Liberals and only 48 Conservatives un- 
seated for corrupt practices, and eight 
Liberals were disqualified ag"in8t 
only one Conservative. (Applause.) 
He would not dwell further on 
this subject, but would put to them the 
simple question, " Are you going to elect 
a man to support Mr. Laurier, or one to 
support the government of the day, who 
have done justice to British Columbia by 
honoring me with a seat in the cabinet. 
Mr. Bass — " No you have not." 
Col. Prior — " Mr. Chairman, there 
were several of our friends from town 
who came in late, including Mr. Mar- 
chant and Mr. Munn, and I would like 
to read that telegram again." (Reads 
Premier Bowell's message to Secretary 
Potts;. 

Mr. Ross — " How could you get it 
when the wires were down ?" 

Col. Prior—" Well, I did get it 
(laughter) ; here it is, read it yourself." 
iThe message was passed round to the 
iittle knot of Liberals, who eagerly 
scanned it with the exception of Mr. 
Marchant, who declared' — " I won't read 
it; 1 unhesitatingly take your word." 

Respecting the Manitoba school ques- 
tion, Col. Prior exmessod himself as 
perfectly willing to thresh it out on any 
platform, and to show that so far as the 
Dominion ministers are concerned there 
is no coercion about it. They are simply 
carrying out the law as laid down by 
Manitoba's own acts and according to 
the judgment of the privy council in 
England that the Roman Catholics in 
Manitoba have a grievance and have a 
right to appeal to the Dominion govern- 
ment for redress. Would it not, he 
lameful to take no notice of 
i that appeal; and would any government 
be so cowardly as to refuse to do justice 
to the appellants after they had estab- 
lished their case ? He said that to 
refuse would be shameful. He had 
heard it said that while this 
may be the law it is a very bad law ; but 
there are hundreds of laws of which the 
same might be said, yet while they re- 
main on the statute books the govern- 
ment have to carry them out. He read 
from the Manitoba act the section de- 
claring that in such a case as has been 
established " an appeal shall lie " to the 
Governor-General-in-Council, and re- 
cited the facts leading up to the appeal, 
from the passage of the Manitoba act of

Xmas Sale of Curios. 



Cedar Hill voters opened the electoral 
Campaign last evening with the first of 
the series of public meetings to be held 
in the city and district. Mr. Frank Sere 
by unanimous invitation took the chair 
and opened the proceedings by a brief ad- 
dress in which he expressed his lirm belief 
that the farmers of this district will with- 
out hesitation support Hon. E, G. Prior 
as>u staunch defender of the policy of 
protection in the interest of agriculture 
in the district. (Applause.) He re- 
ferred to the manifest attempt of the 
Liberals to conduct this campaign on a 
side issue of little if any importance to 
this province— that of the Manitoba 
Hchools, and expressed the hope 
that the electors would take a 
broader view, and by voting for 
the re-election of Col. Prior show that 
they appreciate the importance of hav- 
ing representation in the cabinet of the 
Dominion and will not lose the chance 
now presented to them. (Applause.) 
He called upon Hon. E. G. Prior for the 
first address. 

Hon. E. G. Prior, rising amidst great 
applause, expressed the pleasure which 
lie felt at seeing so many old faces 
amongst those present, and especially 
that of the old veteran the Hon. Dr. 
llelincken (applause), who, as on pre- 
vious occasions, had been so kind as to 
come forward to exert the great 
influence he jwssesses on behalf 
of a supporter of the Liberal- 
Conservative government, and toexpress 
renewed confidence in the administra- 
tion on this occasion of their having 
granted representation in the cabinet to 
British Columbia. (Applause.) Lie had 
thought, and no doubt so had most of 
those present, that when bucIi represen- 
tation was granted the man upon whom 
the honor was conterred would be re- 
tuiued by acclamation, but - the 
Liberals of Victoria having decided 
otherwise "if they want a fight a light 
goes." He noticed that the opposition 
persist in saying that lie is not a cabinet 
minister (laughter) and that the Pre- 
mier is merely trying to deceive the 
electors by his statements to the 
coalrary, but in answer to this conten- 
tion lie read the already published cor- 
respondence, from the very beginning, 
showing that it was a seat in the cabi- 
net that was offered to him, and that 
that and nothing else was what he ac- 
cepted. He thought that in the face of 
these telegrams no reasonable man could 
have any doubt. The opposition, how- 
ever, still pretended to have evidence 
from Ottawa that the facts were not as 
stated, and even went so far as to print 
as a telegram from Ottaw-a a statement, 
alleged to have been made by Dr. 
Bourinot — a high constitutional auth- 
ority — that being a Controller he could 
not lie a member of the Cabinet. In 
answer to this Dr. Bourinot had tele- 
graphed that " no opinion whatever has 
emanated from him concerning the 
constitutional or any other aspect of 
proposed cabinet arrangements." (Hear, 
hear.) In addition to all the proof al- 
ready produced that his position as a 
Cabinet Minister bus been correctly 
stated, lie would now read a telegram re- 
ceived so late as this afternoon from Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell, addressed to the Sec- 
retary of the Liberal Conservative As- 
sociation in Victoria. Mr. Potts had 
wired asking tho Premier to state 
whether Col. Prior is a member of the 
Cabinet, and whether he has a voice and 
it vote in it. and this was the answer he 
got: 

Ottawa, Dec. 23. 
" A. Stewart Putts, Secvetaru Liberal 
Conservative Association, Victoria: 
" Yes, vote and voice in cabinet and 
council equal with mine. See telegram . 
to Prior. Surprised doubt exists after I asked, be 
many affirmative answers given these 
questions. 

Mackenzie Bowell." 
(Great applause.) Such being the case, 
lie felt he could speak to the electors as 
a member of the cabinet, asking them 
to re-elect him and not throw away the 
chance now presented of representation 
in the cabinet. Thin is the reward of 
long agitation, dating even sinee before 
the days of Mr. Baker and himself, ami 
persistently followed up by Mr. Mara, 
Mr. Earle, Mr. Shakespeare, Senator 
Macdonald and others, who bad time 
ami attain pressed for what has been at 
last offered. If VictoriaiiB are so foolish 
.as to refuse representation by neglecting 

to re-elect him, he asked what will the 1800, abolishing the schools which pre- 
peopleon the Mainland and in other viously the Catholics and the Protestants 
parts of the province say?

through all the courts to the privy coun- 
cil in England, who in their judgment 
said : - - 4ti 

" The whole question to be determin- 
ed is whether a right or privilege which 
the Roman Catholic minority previously 
enjoyed has been affected by the legisla- 
tion of 1890. Their Lordships are un- 
able to see how this question can receive 
any but an affirmative answer." The 
judgment goes on to say : 

" Their Lordships have decided that the 
Governor General in Council has juris- 
diction and that the appeal is well 
founded, but the particular course to be 
pursued must be determined by the 
authorities to whom it has been commit- 
ted by the statute. It is not for this tri- 
bunal to intimate the precise steps to be 
taken. Their general character is suffi- 
ciently defined by the 3rd sub-section of 
section '22 of the Manitoba act. 

" It is certainly not essential that the 
statutes repealed by the act of 1890 
should be re-enacted or that the precise 
provisions of these statutes should again 
be made law. The system of education 
embodied in the acts of 1800 no doubt 
commends itself to and adequately sup- 
plies the wants of the great majority of 
the inhabitants of the province. All 
legitimate grounds of complaint would 
be removed if that system were supxile- 
mented by provisions which would re- 
move the grievance upon which the ap- 
peal is founded and were modified as far 
as might l>e necessary to give effect to 
these provisions." 

He asked where "coercion" can be 
said to come in in giving effect to the 
findings the judgment he had quoted ; or 
if in every day life it would be called 
coercion, after a man had successfully 
fought a suit through the courts, for 
steps to be taken to carry out the judg- 
ment given in bis favor. (Applause.) 
As soon as the great Conservative party 
is shown to be not strong enough 
to uphold the right of any man, 
be he Catholic or Protestant or Pagan, 
in any province of the Dominion, the 
sooner it steps out of office the better. 
If the constitution may be violated in 
one respect, it may in another, and he 
asked British Columbians to remember 
how strenuously they had insisted upon 
the terms of union being carried out in 
the ease of this province — in the mat- 
ter, for instance, of the mail subsidy to 
the San Francisco mail steamers. He 
took the stand that whether the minor- 
ity in Manitoba be Protestant or Cath- 
olic, having the right of appeal they 
must be heard. He felt perfectly certain 
that the present government will 
never bring in a bill to give 
separate schools again as they 
existed before 1800. Being now a mem- 
ber of the cabinet he must speak ad- 
visedly, and until the bill is brought in 
he could not say just what it will be. 

Mr. Ross — How can you support it 
then? 

Col. Prior answered that it is the gov- 
ernment lie is supporting, and lie has 
every confidence that they will turn out 
to be right. It will he plenty of time 
for him to oppose them when he finds 
them goina wrong. (Applause.) He 
continued that he felt certain that what- 
ever bill is brought in the government 
will demand that the schools be under 
control of the province; that all schools, 
whether Catholic or Protestant, shall 
have the same standard of efficiency: 
and that the teachers shall be obliged 
to pass the same examinations, This 
was not the case in the schools 
in existence before 1890. He con- 
sidered that it is not the 
Dominion government that is "coerc- 
ing," but rather the majority in Man- 
itoba who seek to coerce the minority. 
When people say that what is Manito- 
ba's trouble to-day may be British Col- 
umbia's to-morrow, they state what 
they should know is impossible, for 
there is nothing in our terms of union 
that gives the Dominion the right to in- 
terfere. Neither does clatiBO 03 of the 
B.N. A. act apply to this province in 
respect to education. He saw no reason 
why this Manitoba school question 
should have been brought into politics 
at all. lie felt satisfied that when the 
government introduces its bill Mr. 
Laurier will be found voting for 
it — or else his reason will be 
that it does not go far enough to 
suit him as a Catholic. In conclusion 
be would again ask them to back up the 
government by returning him with a 
very large majority, so that he might go 
back to Ottawa to represent them and 
the whole of British Columbia in the 
Dominion Cabinet. (Great applause.) 

Mr. Thos. Earle, M.P., expressed the 
pleasure it gave him to witness the en- 
thusiasm with which his colleague had 
been received, an evidence of approval 
of the course of the Dominion govern- 
ment in granting representation to Brit- 
ish Columbia, it was a matter of sur- 
prise to him that now, when the first 
opportunity has presented itself to secure 
this representation, the Liberals 
Bhoultl rise up at once to 
oppose it, notwithstanding that 
the general election is only a few months 
away. As to the school question, the 
course of the government he considered 
to be the only just one they could take, 
and if the government have not the 
courage to do what is right they 
should either step down and out or be 
put out. He did not consider that this 
or even the trade question should be the 
issue ii) this contest, which is rather to 
determine whether or not the people of 
this constituency want to have British 
Columbia represesented in the cabinet. 
He felt satisfied that the electors of this 
Continued on page Eight.

On Thursday Alexander McLean died 
in the provincial home of suppuration of 
the bones of the head at the age of 08. 
He was a native of Argyle, Scotland, 
came to British Columbia in lHoS and 
mined in all parts of the province. He 
had b"en in ths Victoria home before 
coming to Kamloops. 

The municipal voters' list for the ap-

G. C. Tnnslall, government agent, re- 
ceived on Wednesday a check for $0(5, 
raised by the Similkameen miners as a 
Christmas gilt to Tbos. Burton, one of 
their old comrades who is now at the 
provincial home. 

Luke Sheridan, who last winter was 
employed at the Cosmopolitan hotel, 
came back to the city a few days ago 
from Slocan lake with J. Milne, with 
whom he had been prospecting all sum- 
mer. They had fairly good luck, sell- 
ing one location at a price which paid 
fair wages, and they still hold others. 
They spent most of the time on Cariboo 
creek, running into Arrow lake, about 
twenty-six miles from Xakusp, where 
they located the British Columbia 
claim, which showed a ten-foot vein of 
ore, carrying gold chiefly, assays, being 
got as high as $50. It aiso shows silver 
with some other minerals. 



GERMAN OPINION. 

The British Premier's Attitude Approved 
in the Fatherland— No Expression of 
Public Sentiment Possible. 

Berlin, Dec. 22.— President Cleve- 
land's mot sage to congress on the bound- 
ary dispute between Great Britain and 
Veneluela dropped like a thunderbolt 
upon Germany, and immediately over- 
shadowed all questions of domestic 
topics. The almost general condem- 
nation of the act of President Cleveland 
upon the part of the German press is 
due less to love for England than to the 
conviction that the interests of Germany 
are also threatened. In political, and 
even in government circles, the attitude 
of the Marquis of Salisbury is receiving 
unusually unanimous approval, evident- 
ly with the hope of impressing Ameri 
cans with the tart that Germany is buck 
ing England. If the dispute between 
Great Britain and the United States was 
to grow very acute, it is thought here 
that the former country would endeav- 
or to obtain a pronouncement upon the 
part of the European governments 
against President Cleveland's interpre- 
tation ot the Monroe doctrine, for the 
success of Mr. Cleveland, it is thought, 
would have grave consequences in the 
future relations between the European 
powers and the turbulent So,:th Ameri- 
can states. 

The latest news from America, how- 
ever, is regarded as promising the re- 
fusal of the business men to indorse 
President Cleveland's attitude, and all 
eyes are directed toward the develop- 
ments of the financial crisis. The 
reichstag having adjourned until Jan- 
uary 9, no public expression of official 
opinion is possible just now. 



THE MINKS OF ROSS LAND. 

Work Going Ahead and New Properties 
Continually IS-ing Opened. 

Skattlk, Dec. 22.— John Boulthee, a 
lawyer of Rossland, B.C., was at the 
Northern last night, and was talking of 
the manner in which the live little min- 
ing town was growing and prospering. 
•• We have now a population of from 2,- 
000 to 2,500," he said, "and in about a 
fortnight we will have our own water 
and electric light fumed on. Everybody 
anticipated a very dull winter, but it 
has turned out to be very lively, all the 
hotels of the place being filled. 

•'They are working the mines right 
along, and those shipping are the War 
Eagle, the Leroy, the Josie and the 
Centre Star. The weather has not ma- 
terially affected mining, but the roads 
have been bad, not enough snow for 
sleighing and too much for wheeling. 
Day before yesterday, however, there 
was a tremendous tali of snow, and un- 
doubtedly the ore came down from the 
mines in large quantities. 

"The Montreal and British Columbia 
Prospecting and Promoting Company, 
composed of a number of Montreal capi- 
talists, is operating what is called the 
south belt, two and a half miles from 
Rossland, with good results. The whole 
country seems to be full of paying veins, 
and we expect a great crowd there next 
spring. I am going to my home at Van- 
couver, B. C, to cat my Christmas 
dinner."

Russian and French Opinions Hostile 
to the Cause of Great 
Britain. 



Monroe Doctrine Applauded in 
Brazil— America Emancipated 
From European Control. 



St. PETEBsuono, Dec. 22.— The Novoe 
Vremya yesterday said: "If it comes 
to a war between Great Britain and the 
United States the former will have to 
encounter international as well as for- 
eign foes, for the Irish are not likely to 
look on passively at such a conflict, In 
that event England's affairs in Turkey 
and the far East will not wear so favor- 
able an aspect, and there would come 
the hour of bitter retribution for the 
past upon which Englishmen pride 
themselves, forgetting that success gain- 
ed by guile and force are never endur- 
ing." 

The Boersen Gazette remarks: "The 
one honorable means left for England to 
extricate herself from the affair is a vote 
of censure against the Marquis of Salis- 
bury, and a new cabinet might be able 
to rectify the blunders of its prede- 
cessors." , 

Paris, Dec. 22. — L'Eclaire denies that 
French sympathies are with England in 
the Venezuelan dispute, saying that, on 
the contrary, they are with the United 
States, adding, " If England's power 
and prestige are lessened, nothing would 
be more to the advantage of France." 

Nbw Yokk, Dec. 22. — A dispatch to 
the Herald from Rio de Janeiro gives 
details of the debate in the Brazilian 
senate, when, in the midst of distinct en- 
thusiasm, a cablegram of congratulation 
was dispatched to the senate of the Uni- 
ted States for the message of the Presi- 
dent upon the Venezuelan question. 
The speeches made in the chamber were 
remarkable in their support of the Mon- 
roe doctrine. The congratulatory cable 
characterized President Cleveland's \>n- 
sition as supremely dignified and as a 
new safeguard of the honor and sover- 
eignty of all American nations. Senor 
BtKiueray in the course of the debate 
said the words of the President of the 
United States were worthy of the chief 
representative of so great a republic. In 
effect they announced a policy which at 
one stroke, in the last days of the nine- 
teenth century, would emancipate 
America in its furthest confines and 
annihilate the last vestige of European 
control on the western shores of the two 
great oceans. Several others expressed 
themselves in quite as strong terms. A 
mass meeting was held in the San F>an- 
cisco plaza, at which resolutions were 
adopted upholding the Monroe doctrine. 

A despatch to the World from Colon, 
Colombia, says : Despatches from every 
South American republic except Chili 
applaud President Cleveland's message 
on the Venezuelan question. The re- 
publics are feasting and cheering the 
United States as the pater familiasof the 
western hemisphere.

Lord Lamington is 
selected for Queenatown in succession to 
the exceptionally popular Sir Henry 
Norman ; and New South Wales has 
just received Lord Hampden in succes- 
sion to the late lamented Sir Robert 
Duff, who died in office. Not many years 
ago, in consequence of unpopular ap- 
pointments, the colonies loudly de- 
mande a voice in the selection of their 
rulers, and in this connection the Syd- 
ney Morning Herald now remarks that 
" It is noticeable that in none of these 
instances has any question been raised 
in the colonies respecting these appoint- 
ments. They have apparently given 
com plete satisfaction. ' ' 

New Zealand hits passed a bill pro- 
viding for reciprocity in customs duties 
with South Australia, such as is to be 
arranged with Canada as soon as possi- 
ble. The goods admitted duty free by 
South Australia are barley, oats, horses 
and hops, while New Zealand admits 
duty free, olive oil, salt and dried fruits, 
and makes a 50 per cent, concession on 
wine. The bill gives general powers for 
the goTernment to enter into a reciprocal 
agreement with New South Wales or any 
other Australian colony. 

General Booth, now in Australia, has 
not made much impression there with 
his Darkest England export scheme. In 
Queensland be bad a longconversational 
interview with the government, the dis- 
cussion turning upon the class of people 
to be sent out, but no agreement could 
be arrived at. 

Sir James Patterson, Premier of Vic- 
toria in 1893-94, having died at the be- 
ginning of last month, bis chief suppoit- 
er, Sir. John Mclntyre, has become leader 
of the opposition in his stead. 

In response to a petition of New South 
Wales tradesmen a bill has been intro- 
duced in the legislature to enact that a 
garnishee order may be served upon the 
crown, so that wages of civil servants 
may be attached as in the case of other 
citizens. 

The General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church of Victoria has passed a 
resolution expressing satisfaction that a 
proposal is about to be submitted to 
parliament affirming the desirability of 
appealing to the people of the colony on 
the question of bible teaching in state 
schools. 

In connection with the report of a 
Victorian royal commission to inquire 
into the desirability of establishing a 
state bank and to devise means of pro- 
viding cheap money for farmers, two 
members who favor the ev. sting pian of 
chartered banks recommend as an ad- 
ditional safeguard 'lie adoption of the 
Canadian provision whereby all the 
banks jointly guarantee the whole note 
issue. 

Premier Reid,of New South Wales, 
has since taking office become converted 
from a bitter opponent to an earnest 
champion of the cause of Australian 
federation, and a " federation enabling 
bill " is now before the legislature with 
a certainty of passing. Similar bills 
will be submitted in the other legis- 
latures. 

In South Australia the Chief Secretary 
has introduced a bill forbidding the im- 
portation of opium except for medicinal 
purposes. An income tax bill also 18 
Iwfore the legislature, £126 to be exempt 
in incomes less than £425 ; the proposal 
is for this vear only and is expected to 
yield £30,000. 

CHRISTMAS CHEER, 

A Magnificent Display of Meat and Poultry 
at Goodacre's Market. 

Knglish-speaking peoples when they 
celebrate Christmas cling to the good old 
custom of preparing a substantial feast. 
Roast beef, turkeys and geese have from 
early times been associated in the Anglo- 
Saxon mind with Merry Christinas, and 
at L. Goodacre's market, at the corner 
of Government ami Johnson streets, 
there is an array that shows how great a 
demand is expected this season. Hung 
around the walls are between twenty- 
live and thirty tons of the choicest l>eef 
and mutton. The beef was all stall fed 
for the Christmas trade, and was all 
raised in the province. Not an animal 
over four years old is among 
the number, and the meat looks 
tender and juicy, with just the 
right proportions of fat and lean. Then 
there is row upon row of grain-fed mut- 
ton, and it as well as the beef is the 
finest Mr. Goodacre evor laid in for the 
Christmas trade. Little sucking-pigs, 
plump and tempting, and scores of tur- 
keys and geese, all produced on the 
Island, hang from hooks upon the wall, 
and in fact outside the market as well. 
How is all this amount of meat and 
poultry to be disposed of? is the first 
thought that strikes one entering the 
market, hut a glance at the crowds of 
people, and the staff of butchers cutting 
Up and despatching orders at a rapid 
rate, explains the situation thoroughly, 
and shows that Mr. Goodacre exercised 
good judgment in preparing upon so 
liberal a scale for Christinas week. The 
market is well worth a visit.

New York, Dec. 22.— The World pub- 
lishes the following copyrighted cable 
from (Jaracas, Venezuela: 

The anti-English feeling is increasing 
here. Fresh flowers are placed daily up- 
on the statute of Washington, and the 
American and Venezuelan flags pre 
everywhere to be seen, either displayed 
side by side or entwined in significant 
embrace, with the portraits of Washing- 
ton and Monroe between. 

Another mass meeting was held on 
the Plaza Polivar this morning, at which 
were heard cries of " Abajolos Knglese." 
(Down with the English.) " Viva Cleve- 
land v los Estados Unities." (Long live 
Cleveland and the United States.) 

A demonstration of all the citizens is 
planned to take place on Christmas day, 
under the auspices of the Simon Bolivar 
club. Invitations have been given to the 
president of the republic, the cabinet, 
he clergy and the United States min- 
ister. The American residents will then 
return the honor paid their nation and 
the tributes offered to Washington, by 
decorating the statute of Bolivar, the 
liberator. 

The patriotic society for the de- 
fence of Venezuelan territory has 
issued a protest against the pretensions 
and ag ressions of England. It also re- 
quires the minister of foreign affairs to 
remove the exequaturs of Venezuelan 
citizens who are acting as British consuls 
in this country unless they resign im- 
mediately. 

In La Cuayarathe enthusiasm has led 
to the forming of battalions ready for 
service. 

The honors [mid to the American min- 
ister continue. The archbishop and the 
clergy of Caracas called upon him to-day 
to express their thanks and those of the 
people of Venezuela for the stand taken 
by President Cleveland. Venezuela is 
sending diplomatic missions to every 
foreign country. 

The country applauds the action of 
the government and the nation is united. 

MUNICIPAL REFORM, 

A New Association Formed for Promoting 
the Good Government of 
the City. 

For some time a movement has been 
in progress for the formation of an asso- 
ciation to be known as the Victoria 
Municipal Reform Association, the ob- 
ject of which, as briefly set out in the 
conititution adopted at a meeting yes- 
terday, is "to promote generally the 
good government of the city and the 
welfare and prosperity of the citizens 
thereof." The entrance fee is fixed at 
$5, with an annual subscription of $4, 
and the executive will consist of a com- 
mittee of fifteen. Among other things, 
the committee may undertake the set- 
tlement of any dispute submitted to 
their decision by the appointment of ar- 
bitrators, and it is contemplated that 
legal action may be taken to defend any 
representative case affecting any of the 
members in civic matters which come 
under the scope set out in the object of 
the association. 

Mr. 1). R. Harris presided at yester- 
day's meeting and the constitution and 
by-laws wore adopted. 

'It was not thought advisable, however, 
to select the executive committee then 
it was believed to be better 
to make the public generally aware 
of the existence of the movement, so 
that those ratepayers who desire to join 
may have a voice in the election of offi- 
cers. It may he stated, however, that 
there is no intention this year of the 
Association taking part in the munici- 
pal elections, the organization not yet 
being complete enough for such a step. 
The Association will, however, watch 
closely the various matters that come be- 
fore the city council and also any amend- 
ments to the municipal act, so that con- 
certed action may Ik; taken to help along 
the best interests of the city. 

The members of the Association -Al- 
ready number fifty, and a committee 
composed of Messrs. B. W. Pearse, 
Charles Hayward, Dennis It Harris, 
and F. El worthy was appointed yester- 
day to receive applications for member- 
ship. The election of the committee 
and officers will be held on Monday next 
at 4 o'clock in the Adelphi hall;

It has, we see, at last taken from the 
head of its telegraph column the brazen 
lie " No Cabinet Minister." There 
was never the shadow of ai 
excuse for the impudent falsehood 
The editor of the Times knew 
that Col. Prior had been offered a seat 
in the Cabinet by the Premier of the 
Dominion, and that he had accepted the 
position, lioth the offer and the accept 
ance were published verbatim a few 
hours' after they were written. Any 
man of common sense would have seen 
thai; Col. Prior would not make such an 
announcement as he din unless he had 
the best possible grounds for 
so doing. It did not re- 
quire more than average intelligence 
and power of reasoning in the manag- 
ing-editor of the Times to come to the 
conclusion that Sir Mackenzie Bowell 
would not offer Col. Prior a seat in the 
Cabinet unless lie had the power to do 
so; and common courtesy as well as 
common prudence would dictate to him 
to give the Premier credit for acting in 
good faith and with a knowledge of the 
constitution of the Dominion. 

But the managing editor of the Times 
acted as if he possessed neither intelli- 
gent reasoning power, common sense, 
courtesy nor prudence, lie at once de- 
nied that Col. Prior was a Cabinet 
Minister and repeated the statement 
day after day with all the emphasis that 
big capital letters and notes of admira- 
tion could give it. By doing this he placed 
the Dominion Premier on a lower level 
than is occupied by the man who pays 
a debt with a cheque on a hank in which 
he has no funds. He also deceived and 
misled those citizens of Victoria who 
depend on the Times for their political 
information. The deception was prac- 
tised either through ignorance or design 
on the part of the managing editor of 
the Times. Iu either case be has 
shown that he is unlit to represent 
a constituency composed of intelligent 
and honest men. The course pursued 
by the managing editor of the Times 
with respect to Mr. Prior's appointment 
to a seat in the cabinet is wholly without 
excuse. 



WHO rS RESPONSIBLE! 

The Times of Saturday in one of its 
leading articles said : " Our dispatches 
from Ottawa to-day ought to put an end 
to the false pretence in regard to Col. 
Prior's position. The authority of Dr. 
Bourinot will hardly be questioned even 
by the Colonist, and his opinion evi- 
dently coincides with the opinions of 
members of the Government." When 
it is seen that the principal state- 
ment in the above quotation is 
a deliberate lie, invented for the occa- 
sion either in Ottawa or here in Vic- 
toria, the electors of the district will 
know what credit to attach to the tele- 
grams and the editorial utterances of 
the organ of the Opposition, The paper 



containing the glaring untruth about 
the decision of Dr. Bourinot had hardly 
been issued when a telegram direct from 
Dr. Bourinot, was received, dated 
December "iMst ;Saturday) stating 
in the plainest terms possible 
that no expression of opinion whatever 
had emanated from him concerning the 
constitutional or any other aspect of pro- 
posed Cabinet arrangements. That 
gentleman's contradiction of the state- 
ment made by the Ottawa correspond- 
ent of the Times and the editor of the 
Times, is most positive. The learned 
Doctor had, up to Lhe time he telegraph- 
ed to Col. Prior, not said one single 
word relative to the constitutionality of 
that gentleman's appointment to a seat 
in the Cabinet. The fair presumption is 
that the statement made in the same 
telegram relative to the " opinions " of 
members of the Government is equally 
false. 

There can he no possible excuse for 
publishing such gross falsehoods as 
these. And it must be remembered 
that Mr. Templeman is directly re- 
sponsible for the attempt to deceive the 
electors made by the Times. He is the 
manager of that paper as well as a 
candidate for the representation of Vic- 
toria. He cannot say, as a candidate 
who is not editor or manager of his 
party's paper might with some 
reason say, that it was not 
fair to call him to account for 
the lies and bogus news published in 
his interest, for Mr. Templeman is sup- 
posed to see and permit the publication 
of every word, both of news and editori- 
al, that appears in his paper relative to 
the contest in which he is one of the 
principals. He cannot throw the blame 
of the false statements that appear in 
his papei on over-zealous and unprinci- 
pled supporters who stupidly believe 
that his election for Victoria can be se- 
cured by unprincipled misrepresenta- 
tion and downright lying. He must be 
held personally and directly responsible 
for every untruth relative to the elec- 
tion to which his paper gives circula- 
tion. 



to Ottawa. " I think," he said, " that 
your policy should be to acquaint the 
Government at Ottawa with these 
facts." Having directed his petitioners 
from the Provincial to the Federal 
Government, the hon. gentleman came 
East, and there was immediately set in 
motion a Liberal agitation for Federal 
intt rference in Quebec, and 11 Liberal 
agitation against Federal interference in 
Ontario and the other provinces. On the 
arrival of the. Privy Council's decision the 
hon. gentleman, through his Quebec 
mouthpieces, demanded a remedial order, 
and through his Ontario mouthpieces 
asserted that no order should be 
given. The order was issued. Mr. 
Lnuiier then presented in Vercheres 
a Liberal candidate, Mr. GeoH'rion,who, 
said that, in the opinion of the Liberals 
that order was right. Mr. Greenway, 
however, came down to Ottawa on re- 
ceipt of the order and saw Mr. Laurier 
about it. The answer he gave after see- 
ing Mr. Laurier was that the relief for 
which the minority asked would not be 
given. Mr. Laurier made a speech in 
Parliament with reference to this older. 
His Western organ, the Winnipeg Tri- 
bune, declared that this speech was a 
clear intimation that he was opposed to 
relief. His Eastern organ. L'Electeur, 
asserted that it was a promise to insist 
upon a remedial law. During the re- 
cess the hon. gentleman declared in 
Gaspe that he would re-establish separ- 
ate schools in Manitoba; but in Ontario, 
that he does not know the facts, and 
wants a Royal Commission to inform 
him. Meanwhile, the Ottawa Govern- 
ment has once more invited Mr. Green- 
way to remove the question from Fed- 
eral politics. The reply has not yet 
come. The Liberal leader is no doubt 
considering what his next strategical 
move shall he. 



GRIT TACTICS. 



The Liberal politicians have been busy 
doing their utmost to divide the Con- 
servative party. For a considerable 
time they depended principally upon 
the trade question to accomplish this 
purpose. They did their best to array 
class against class. They tried hard to 
lead the farmers to believe that the 
manufacturers were their worst enemies, 
that every protectionist, whatever his 
occupation might be, was endeavoring 
with might and main to rob the farmer. 
They found, however, that the farmers 
of Canada are too intelligent to be de- 
ceived by their sophistry and their one- 
sided statements, so they have shoved 
free trade into the background and are 
trying their hand at splitting the Con- 
servatives with the religious wedge. 

Although their leaders are most care- 
ful not to commit themselves on 
the Manitoba school question and al- 
though they mould their speeches so 
that they will be made to suit the opin- 
ions of the particular localities in which 
they are delivered, they have given their 
followers a free hand to use the Mani- 
toba school question in the way in which 
it will best advance the interests of the 
party and gain the most Conservative 
votes in the districts in which they 
severally work. Consequently we see 
Liberals professing to hold all sorts of 
opinions on that question, from the rabid 
rouge howler in Quebec " for justice" to 
the Manitoba minority, to the uncom- 
promising denouncer cf coercion say in 
Victoria, B. C. But, differ as they 
may in their professions and speeches 
on tke school question, they are all fol- 
lowers of Laurier and all lighting for 
office and its emoluments. But as to 
what their leader's views and intentions 
are with respect to the question there is 
a great diversity of opinion, varying ac- 
cording to the part of the country in 
which the opinion is expressed. The 
Toronto Mail and Empire of the Kith 
gives the following description of the 
tortuous and deceptive course of the 
Liberals on this question : 

The three assaults having failed, the 
absolute division of the people on relig- 
ious lines was determined upon. What 
better means of effecting such a division 
could be devised than that which the 
Manitoba school law afforded ? There 
was a statute passed by themselves in- 
flicting upon the Roman Catholics what 
they regarded as an injustice. Natural- 
ly the Roman Catholics, smarting under 
a condition described by Mr. Joseph 
Martin as " tyranny," would look to Ot- 
tawa for relief. If the Government 
should refuse to propose relief, then the 
Liberals, who are responsible for the 
Act, were to arouse Quebec against the 
Administration and gain power 
through splitting off the Conserva- 
tive Catholics. If, on the other hand, 
the Government should hold that relief 
ought to be given, then the same Liber- 
als were to lead tho Protestants of the 
English-speaking provinces in antagon- 
ism to the proposal. For four years the 
ingenuity of Mr. Laurier and his friends 
has been exercised to hold the questi. n 
in the lield. When the Manitoba min- 
ority petitioned for relief the leader him- 
self said that if a wrong had been done 
he would go to Mr. Gireenway and ask 
him to right it. He went to Winnipeg 
and was informed of the facts; by the 
complainants. At that moment, there 
was in the hands of Mr. Greenway, 
with whom he is working and associat- 
ing, a memorial from Ottawa, asking the 
Manitoba Government to correct what- 
ever wrong had been done. Mr. Lau- 
rier, although that memorial was 
there, and although he had promised 
the minority that he would intercede 
with Mr. Greenway, declined to take 
action, and told his petitioners to look

The Times of March l>, USUI . contains 
Mr. Tern pieman's estimate of the aver- 
age Victoria voter. .lust now, when 
compliments are the order of the day, it 
will do the average elector no harm to 
let him know what the managing editor 
of the Times, when he is not seeking 
votes, thinks of him. The picture that 
he draws of him is not by any means 
pretty and, as we said at the time, not 
true to life. After the general election 
of 1891 Mr. Tern pieman felt and ex- 
pressed the utmost contempt for the 
average voter. This is how be described 
him : 

The average voter is the reverse of 
pervious as touching his skull. He 
must be approached from other direc- 
tions. 

The methods of the " bunco Bteerer " 
must bo practised on him. 

He must be cajoled into giving his poli- 
tical support. The Times Hatters itself 
that it 6xpounded the policy of theLiberal 
party in a manner at once candid ami 
convincing.

NORTHERN TRADE ENDANGERED 

By the Operations of American Smugglers— 
The ••Edith" Detained by Storm, 

American traders frequenting north- 
ern waters have been enjoying a line 
business for some time past at the ex- 
pense of Canadian competitors. The 
great bulk of the transactions carried on 
between this city and the settlements of 
the Naas has been so diverted that sup- 
plies going into that part of the country 
now pass in through Alaskan territory, 
scorning the formality of paying duty. 

•' What the government ought to do," 
said one of the crew of the steamer Bar- 
bara Boscowitz, which arrived from the 
North early Sunday morning, " is to 
confiscate all the goods thus smuggled, 
and this would be an easy way of get- 
ting hold of the offenders. The Boscow- 
itz has in past years carried considerable 
freight up the Naas river, but in recent 
weeks this trade lias greatly decreased. 
The stores along the Xaas are at pre- 
sent well stocked with cheaply pur- 
chased goods handled by American!: and 
through American territory without the 
payment of duty." 

But smuggling is only one offence 
committed in a high-handed manner in 
the North. The Boscowitz, while at an- 
chor in Refuge buy on her homewn.nl 
trip, learned through employes of the 
oil works there that poaching by Ameri- 
can tishing vessels in Hecate strait still 
continues, one vessel at the time being 
reported as busily engaged. The voyage 
of the Boscowitz extended to Queen 
( lharlotte islands, but she heard nothing 
of the I lanube or Strathnevis. She 
brought down as passengers to Victoria, 
Harry Snow, .lames Little, Thomas 
Draney, Mr. Davidson, Captain Oliver, 
Mi Hunt, Captain Cutler and 
others, including two Norwegian 
settlers from Bel hi Coola, who went on 
to Tacotua from here expecting there to 
join their families with whom they drill 
return north in the spring. Capt. Cut- 
ler, of the schooner Agnes Macdonald, 
bad been up to Fort Rupert seeking an 
Indian sealing crew; Captain Oliver is 
the commander of the little missionary 
steamer Clad Tidings, and has come 
down to Victoria to enjoy the Christmas 
holidavs. 

Those who through curiosity visited 
the water front yesterday morning to in- 
spect the steamer Edith, the Scheme's 
successor on the Victoria-Puget Sound 
route, were disappointed. The steamer 
did not arrive, but why, her agents here 
yesterday could not well explain, owing 
to the absence of telegraphic service. 
The rough weather was apparently the 
cause. Ingoing out yesterday morning 
the Rosalie seemed to labor hard with 
the high sea running. After fighting 
with the elements a snort time she put 
into the Royal Roads from there on 
keeping the lee of the shore as much as 
possible. 

Alter ,l delay of several hours, occa- 
sioned by bad weather, the steamship 
City of Puebla arrived from San Fran- 
cisco last evening, bringing about 70 
tonsof freight for Victoria. 

Yesterday morning the tug Discovery 
made her appearance in Esquimalt, hav- 
ing come over from Whatcom for the 
schooner Olga, which arrived herefrom 
Honolulu early last week.

WILHELM VISITS BISMARCK. 

An Occasion of Prime Importance The Ad- 
vice Given by the Veteran 
Statesman. 

Berlin, Dec. 22.— Next to President 
Cleveland's message the Finperor Wil- 
liam's visit to Prince Bismarck at 
Friedrichsruhe has been the topic of the 
past week. Instead of being, as at first 
intimated, purely a visit of courtesy, 
His Majesty's call upon the ex-ehan- 
cellor appeals to have been of prime 
political importance, for the news leaked 
out early in the week that the Kmperor 
sought the advice of Prince Bismarck on 
the Kastern and Socialist questions. The 
German press at first refused to believe 
this, but it is now generally admitted to 
be correct, and later Prince Bismarck's 
own organ, the Hamburger Nachrich- 
ten, confirmed the statement. 

It is reported that Bismarck advised 
the Emperor to introduce into the reieh- 
stag as soon as possible a new anti- 
socialist bill, modelled on the bill of 
1S7S, but containing more stringent pro- 
visions. The ex-chancellor, it is under- 
stood, counseled the acceptance of the 
resignations of Dr. Boetticher, the im- 
perial secretary of state for the interior, 
and Baron Marschal von Bieherstein, 
the imperial minister for foreign affairs, 
whose resignations have been in the Em- 
peror's pockel sinee spring. 

The Hamburger Nachrichten, during 
the course of several articles on the 
subject, discussed the necessity of sup- 
pressing, by military action, the social 
revolution which 
threatened.

AMERICA'S DEFENCELESS COAST. 

Gen. Miles Says the Country is Not in 
Condition tor War. 

(Post-IntelliRcneer, December '£2.) 
Gen. Miles, commanding the army, 
has given out a statement, by request, 
in regard to the ability of the United 
States to defend herself in ease of war. 
He said : 

" 1 have just returned from an in- 
spection tour of the Southern Coast, and 
like those of other sections of the coun- 
try, I find it in an entirely defenseless 
condition. If war should break out at i 
the present time, all we have in the 
South, or in fact anywhere else, with a| 
few exceptions, would be a lot of old 
guns on rotten carriages, which would 
fall over before they could be of any 
service. The country is in a deplorable 
condition on coast defenses. There are 
only three modern high power guns in 
position in this country. Two of these 
are at the entrance of New York harbor, 
and the third is at San Francisco. If 
congress would make liberal appropria- 
tions the coasts can be placed in con- 
dition for defense in two years' time. 
The work would cost in the neighbor- 
hood of fSO, 000,000. It would take in 
the neighborhood of a year to manu- 
facture the tools necessary for the con- 
struction of the guns, and then another 
year for the manufacture of the guns 
themselves. 

" There are four ways by which the 
coast cities could be protected. The 
first is by floating batteries; that is, by 
battleships and monitors. The second 
way is by land batteries, which could be 
built quickly. and would be more effec- 
tive. The third way is by torpedoes and 
mining casemates. There is another 
way of protecting the harbors, but that 
involves destroying the commerce of the 
cities lying upon them. This method is 
to load" vessels with stone, iron, etc., ami I 
sink them in the channels. This would 
naturally prevent either ingress or | 
egress, and would destroy the cities' 
commerce after a war as much as during 
it. 

" Regarding the land forces, no diffi- 
culty would be experienced in getting! 
1,000,000 men in a month. This small 
army we have would be in the nature of 
a nucleus for other troops, What we, 
need, however, is not men, but coast! 
fortifications. After we get the fortitica- ; 
tions, we could get toe men to operate 
the guns. 

"Could the I'nited States be invaded? 
No ; nor Would an enemy cure to invade I 
it. All that would be necessary for him ' 
to do is to place his ships of! our coasts j 
and lire shells into our cities. This 
would drive millions of people from I 
their homes, and cause untold distress. 
The wealth of 300 years is stored in Bos- 
ton, New York and other great cities, 
and their loss would be very severe. 
We cannot afford to lose them. They 
should be protected. 

"On the Pacific roast the same de- 
fenceless condition exists. Not a shovel- 
ful of dirt has been thrown up around 
Puget Sound for the protection of the 
cities lying on its shores. The British 
have a naval station at Esquimalt, and 
it could be used as a base against this 
country. Senator Squire has introduced 
a bill in the senate for the protection of 
our coasts which meets my views, It 
makes provisions for the establishment 
of fortifications and other defences re- 
commended by the board known as the 
Endicott board, which was appointed by 
the president in 1SS0. The bill appro- 
priates $87,000,000 for this work."

portion of the district are unanimous in 
approval of the action of the government 
in offering this cabinet representation 
and of the action of Col. Prior 
in accepting it. (Applause.) Me hoped 
that when the 8th of January comes the 
electors will make this as plain by their 
votes as they have by their applause- to- 
night. He "doubted, after the experi- 
ence of the past few (lays, whether the 
Liberals can he convinced of anything, 
but felt that if they are at all open to 
conviction they will realize after elec- 
tion day* that their chances for 
success in this district will be 
very slim for some time to come. 
While the trade question has been dis- 
cussed from the first by the Conserva- 
tives in the same way, the Liberals have 
constantly shifted their ground, and in 
this as in the school question no one 
knows where Mr. Laurier now stands. 
After six years' experience with him in 
parliament he could say bow indefatig- 
ably Col. Trior has worked for his con- 
stituents day in and day out, there be- 
ing few more diligent men in the house. 
W hen in the cabinet he will have much 
greater influence and opportunities, and 
will no doubt be found willing to do for 
British Columbia the utmost in his 
power. (Applause. i 

Hon. Dr. Helmcken being next called 
on asked to be excused from talking 
much, having a bad cold. He was 
there simply as an elector, one 
of the people themselves. When 
any gentleman tells one, he said, in a 
letter with his signature attached, that 
he will do a certain thing, I believe 
that man ; his word, his autograph, is bis 
bond. Sir Mackenzie Bowel! has 
written, offering distinctly to Mr. Prior 
a seat in the cubinet. I have full con- 
fidence that he will do as lie states and 
when Mr. Prior, after election, goes to 
Ottawa the position will be given him 
after be has taken the usual oaths of 
office, or official oaths. To doubt this is 
showing dishonorable distrust and en- 
tirely unworthy of an ordinary honest 
man". Such doubt no one should allow 
entrance to his mind. Yet we find the 
opposition cavilling and asserting that 
Mr. Bowell, the Premier, holding' 
the highest position in the Do- 
minion, is only deceiving and 
is unable to redeem his promise- 
Is this the way to speak of such a man? 
Virtually it is calling the man occupy- 
ing this exalted position a knave. Would 
this be tolerated in private life? As- 
suredly not. Ordinary honesty and 
morality must be at a very low ebb if 
the public' tolerate such assertions 
against the chief man in the country. 
For my part I have full eorddence that 
Mr. Bowell will fulfil his o ier and pro- 
mise as soon as Mr. IV.., goes to 
Ottawa as your elected representative. 
Elected ho undoubtedly will be, for our 
Belf-interest arid respect chimes in with 
the proposal, What do the opposition 
suggest? Onlv wait until Mr. Laurier 
occupies Mr. Bowell's position and then 
he will put one of the British Columbia 
members in office. (Laughter.) Well, 
I think it will be a precious long time 
before Mr. Laurier occupies Mr. Cowell's 
position, and to my mind a bird in the 
nand is worth two in the bush. (Ap- 
plause.) It would be utter folly to throw- 
away present positive gain for the re- 
mote chance of getting the same 
thing a long time hereafter. 
Col. Prior's opponent is merely acting 
the part of the dog in the manger. The 
Manitoba school question really has 
but little if anything to do with the 
matter and this election. 

I have said already that when an hon- 
orable man gives his bond, no one 
doubts that the bond will be fulfilled. 
So witn Manitoba. If a bond exists en- 
titling some one religious persua- 
sion to privileges, that agreement 
must be kept. Justice must be had. 
\Vhat measure of justice the govern- 
ment will propose no oik; at present 
knows, therefore not having anything a: 
all definite to discuss, the problem will 
be irritating to many and cause con- 
siderable religious or sectarian ani- 
mosity of the most virulent and most 
wide-spreading kind. We are not mad 
enough yet on this subject to tight 
shadows or see an enemy in every bush. 
It is in the [wwer of the people of Mani- 
toba to settle this matter themselves and 
thus save a religious war of words, and 
it is to be hoped they will do so. The 
question is not at all likely to be settled 
during the present session, it being too 
good a thing for self-seeking politicians 
to gamble with — hut truth will prevail 
in the end. and will come cut ;n the de- 
bates in Dominion parliament. There 
must lie a new general election 
within the next few months, then 
this tiling that is not at ali clear 
now will be made clear by the 
declarations of the government. 
The national policy, too, must come be- 
fore you a few months hence, and then 
you will have to decide what system is 
suitable to your own interests, for after 
nil it is a question of self-interest or sell- 
sacrifice. Moreover, I spoke here some 
four years ago on this matter, when Mr. 
Templeman and Mr. Marchant spoke 
rapturously of free trade — of the freest 
description. 

Mr. Marchant here asked leave to ex- 
plain that he did not favor free trade, 
but rather unrestricted reciprocity; anil 
that though he has often written up free 
trade as a line thing for England he has 
not advocated it for Canada. His ideal 
now is a revenue tariff. 

Hon. Dr. Helmcken said he had done 
Mr. Marchant the honor of read- 
ing his letters and had come to 
the conclusion that, they meant frte 
trade. It was no doubt exceedingly 
convenient for the gentleman now to 
tell the farmers of this district that he 
did not mean free trade at all. 
(Laughter.) His recollection was that 



at last election free trade was the cry . 
In conclusion he would say, if the farm-< 
ers of Victoria want to see all kinds of 
food and goods come in free, let them 
vote for the free trade candidate, but 
they will bo sacrificing themselves for 
nothing. If they wish to prosper and 
make a living every man of them should 
vote (or protection to native industries. 
Having, wished all a Merry Christmas and 
Happy New Year, he sat down amidst 
immense applause. 

Mr. II. Dallas Helmcken, Q.C., M.P.P., 
was next called for and very cordially 
received. lie felt it an honor, he said, 
to follow his venerable father in sup- 
port of the candidature of Col. Prior. 
He considered, as had been already said, 
that the only question to be decided 
now is whether or not we want a repre- 
sentative in the Cabinet, and this 
being the case he proceeded to 
point out the absurdity of the conten- 
tion that Col. Prior's position is not that 
of a cabinet minister with 
equal to any of them. He dealt with 
thj assertion made that Mr. Wood and 
Col. Prior arc promised simply that they 
" will be " cabinet ministers, and show- 
ed that the only reason the future tense 
is used is that until he goes to Ottawa 
Col. Prior cannot be sworn in. 

The old quibble about the impossibil- 
ity of a controller being a cabinet minis- 
ter was here brought forward by Mr. II. 
A. Munn, who wanted Mr. Helmcken to 
"stake his legal reputation" on the 
subjected. Mr. Helmcken laughingly ob- 
jected to being brought to the stake at all 
just now, and Mr. Karle referred the 
question to the legal lights on the oppo- 
sition side, who at the recent meeting 
were wisely silent on this point. Mr. 
Bass further argued the point with 
.Mr. Helmcken, who as their in- 
terpretations of the statutes differ mod- 
estly refrained from stating whether his 
or Mr. Bass's should be taken in prefer- 
ence. Mr. Helmcken had some con- 
fidence, however, in the constitutional 
advisers the Premier has at his elbow; 
and, anyhow, if such a question can he 
raised, he thought it ill- became the peo- 
ple of Victoria to raise it when they 
have now got the cabinet representa- 
tion they have so long sought for. He 
wished to say here that, strange as 
it may seem, he had heard it argued or. 
the street that if Mr. Templeman is 
elected he wili be a cabinet minister, 
i Laughter.) Absurd as this sound- 
ed, it is as well to put peo- 
ple on their guard, and to tell 
them that the question for them to 
decide is whether they will have Col. 
Prior for a minister or have no minister 
at all. (Applause). 

Mr. Grant wanted to know how it was 
that Col. Prior diil not get Mr. Angers' 
portfolio, and in reply the Colonel ex- 
plained to him that Quebec is supposed 
to have four ministers, and no Premier 
would brave popular wrath by cutting 
down the number. Then Mr. Ross, of 
the Times, demanded again, " What's 
your portfolio," and when he was 
answered, Mr. Hass, of the Times, 
once more put in the argu- 
ment that a controller cannot 
be a cabinet minister. Col. Prior then 
patiently explained that as a member of 
parliament he could be made a privy 
councillor, that from privy councillor to 
cabinet minister is the regular routine, 
and that the Premier having taken him 
into the cabinet without a portfolio has 
a perfect right to make him a 
controllor if he is no inclined. There is no 
law to prevent this; but if there 
were, until the matter could be put 
riirbt he would be perfectly willing to 
Stay at Ottawa and serve as a cabinet 
minister without any salary. He did 
not think, however, that anyone in 
British Columbia would begrudge a min- 
ister $5,000 a vear for the work he has to 
do. 

Mr. Munn further argued the point, 
and the meeting becoming tired voted 
its thanks to the cbairmauand departed.

The palatial steamship Islander, jt-'.'.e 
of the Canadian Pacific Navigation Co.'s 
fleet, is — or was at last advices last even- 
ing—hung high and dry on Portlock 
Point, PrevoH Island, where she must 
remain until with her own engines, 
auxiliary steam and a favorable tide she 
effects her release, or until the previ'il- 
ing high wind and buttering sea reduce 
her to a total wreck. The latter is for- 
tunately the remote contingency. The 
accident occurred at 5:30 Sunday morn- 
ing, the steamer being at the time on 
her way from this city to Vancouver in 
perfectly clear weather and with a not 
very serious south-east wind. Pilot 
Foster was in charge, and it is he who 
will be called upon to explain the dis- 
aster. At the wheel, the quartermaster 
uthoritv 1 °' '' u; sn 'P executed his orders, and by 
'direction shaped the course for the 
new light almost as soon as it was pick- 
ed up through the darkness. Then, to 
quote the quartermaster's explanation 
of how it all happened, the pilot went to 
sleep in his chair, nor awakened until 
the helmsman — seeing that the 
ship was almost on the rocks— rang the 
engine room signal and attempted to 
swing her clear, at the same time shout- 
ing out the danger. The movement was 
executed too late, however, for before 
the engines could be reversed the 
steamer crashed bow on with all the 
momentum her full speed gave her. 

For about ten days past the Islander 
has replaced the Charmer on the Van- 
couver route, the regular boat being laid 
up tor her annual overhauling. The big 
steel steamship left here on time, at 
about 2 o'clock on Sunday morning, with 
Captain George Rudlin in command, 
thirty or more passengers, mails and a 
light cargo. Having seen her well started 
the captain as usual " turned in," leav- 
ing the pilot in charge; there was no 
sign of rough weather and no indication 
of approaching danger. The first inti- 
mation received by the passengers was 
the shock and the crash, and w hen the 
officers and passengers hurried on deck 
they found the ship far out 
of water, pinioned by the abut- 
ting rock, and likely to be held 
prisoner for some time to come. It 
was then about three hours to high tide 
and Captain Rudlin at once commenced 
preparations for a try at getting clear 
when the water was most favorable. 

The ttcmpt was not successful, and 
as the day wore on the ship was eased an 
much as possible by a redistribution of 
the cargo, etc. No means of communi- 
cating news of the ship's predicament 
presented itself until after lunch, when 
it was decided to send a boat with Purser 
Moore and four men to Sidney — about 
fourteen miles away. Mr. Gustav Leiser 
and Mr. R. Erskine, who were among 
the passengers, obtained permission to 
return home with this boat, of course at 
their own risk. It was not very rough 
at the time of departure from the help- 
less steamer, and it was thought that by 
running to Salt Spring and thence to 
Portland, the shelter of these two is- 
lands could be obtained. 

At 4.H0 the little party reached Mr. 
Poppenberg's ranch on Salt Spring, wet 
to the skin and worn out, having struck 
rough wind and very high seas soon 
after leaving the ship. After refresh- 
ments and a short consultation it was 
decided to again venture out in the teeth 
of the gale, trusting to get shelter by 
passing under the lee of Portland island. 
An hour's trial was sufficient, however, 
to demonstrate that nothing could he 
done in such a storm, and accordingly 
the boat returned to Poppenberg's, 
where the night was spent. Afterwards 
came a fifteen mile trump for Messrs. 
Leiser and Erskine to Ruccles' ranch, 
and a fresh start for Sidney. En route 
the Princess Louise was fallen in with, 
returning from the new railway termin- 
us, and the purser and men of 
the Islander returned by her to 
the wreck, Messrs. Leiser, Krs- 
kine and Ruccles keeping on for 
Sidney in the hitter's boat. They ar- 
rived all safe at II o'clock, and the two 
Victorians drove home at once. 

According to their reports the steamer 
is badly smashed and torn forward, the 
keel being twisted out of all semblance 
of its proper shape and numerous plates 
being destroyed. The air-tight com- 
partments have saved the ship from tak- 
ing much if any water, and if she can lie 
released before wind and weather do 
further damage she can quite esily and 
safely return to Esquimalt with her own 
steam. Of course every bout on the 
rocks decreases her chance of escape. 

The first aid to reach the Islander was 
brought, by the Princess Louise, Captain 
Jogers, which heaved to 'at about four 
o'clock yesterday morning, seeing iier 
comrade in distress, of which she had of 
course heart! nothing. The Louise was 
at the time on her way to the river, bat 
promptly returned to Sidney in order to 
send the news to the company. Then 
she returned to Portlock Point and the 
Islander's mails anil passengers were 
transferred by boats, the river steamer 
then proceeding on her way. The Active

was ordered to go to the scene from Van- 
couver, and the Joan, being the only 
available steamer, was despatched from 
this city. 

At midnight the Joan returned with 
Capt. Rudlin and his officers, and also 
bringing back the freight of the dis- 
jabled steamer. Capt. Rudlin reported 
I the Islander still hard and fast but 
thought *M\t she can be moved from the 
rocks to-day. Au effort was made to free 
her yesterday, but it was only by the 
steamer's own power. The tug Active 
from Vancouver and the. steamer 
Willapa from Alaska, arrived at the 
scene of the wreck during the day to 
offer assistance, the service of each be- 
ing refused. The Islander's bow is high 
out of water and her Btern floats m 
about lifteen fathoms. Her two forward 
tight compartments are flooded; but 
only one of these is supposed to be badly 
damaged. 

Referring to the cause of the accident, 
Quartermaster Studdart says the mis- 
hap occurred through no miscalculation 
of his. He admits having known 
that he was out of his course, 
but lays the blame inferentially 
upon the drowsiness of Pilot Foster. 

" I thought, he said last night, " that 
he was on the alert. Thinking we were 
getting in rather close to land, I drew 
his attention to it finally, and he had 
hardly time to pull the engine room 
signai before the steamer struck. The 
wheel of the Islander works by 
steam and the hot atmosphere 
of the house is conducive to sleep'" The 
Charmer tliis morning will carry sup- 
plies up to the Islander on her way to 
Vancouver on the regular service ; in 
which she will continue. 

Portlock Point, the scene of the 
Islander's misfortune iB a rocky pro- 
montory at the corner of Prevost island, 
and just a short distance this side of 
Plumper pass. It has the usual shelving 
rock running down to the water, but no 
beach. Just before the point on which 
the steamer struck is a small islet of 
rock which by day serves as an excellent 
landmark for navigators ; how the 
steamer avoided this little island on the 
present occasion appears as much of 
a mystery as what tue vessel should bo 
doing so many hundred yards out of her 
regular couree. Pilot Foster is regarded 
as a skilled and experienced navigator 
of British Columbia coastal waters, al- 
though Sunday's was but the second 
trip he had made on the Islander; the 
quartermaster, who was at the wheel, 
is said to hold mate's papers himself, 
although at the time of the mishap his 
duty appears to have been solely to ex- 
ecute orders. 

It is now eight years since the steamer 
Islander was built by Napier, Shanks & 
Co., the veteran Glasgow shipbuilders, 
and came to Victoria to enter the service 
of the C. P. N. Co., for whom she was 
designed and constructed. She is a 
vessel of especially graceful lines— an 
ocean liner to all appearances though 
somewhat narrow. Her length over all 
is 240 feet, her beam 42 feet, and her 
depth 14 feet 8 inches ; she has a regis- 
tered tonnage of 478. Her machinery is 
from Dunsmuir A Jackson's, Govan, 
and consists of two sets of inverted triple 
expansion, surface condensing engines 
of 3,600 l.II.P., supplied with steam 
by four double ended boilers 
of Siemens-Martin steel. The 
steamer is built of steel throughout and 
is " staunch as they make "em," a fact 
that no doubt entered very much into 
her cost, in the neighborhood of $200,- 
000. It is understood that she is in- 
sured, if not fully at least for a fair pro- 
portion of her value. 



Tun preliminary hearingof the charge 
of murder against Dr. J. K. Gar row and 
Harry Creech dragged slowly in the 
police court yesterday, nor will this 
stage of the proceedings be ended for 
several days more, there being twenty- 
five witnesses in all to take the stand.
